Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  &  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1946.  In  March  of  the  present 
year  I  presented  an  interim  report  in  order  to  place  before  you 
with  the  least  possible  delay  the  salient  features  relative  to 
Public  Health  matters  affecting  your  district.  The  statistical 
figu.res  in  that  report  will  be  found  to  differ  somewhat  from 
those  contained  in  the  present  report  particularly  in  respect  of 
irths  Rates  on  account  of  the  fact  that  babies  born  outside  the 
Uroan  District  are  not  shown  on  our  registers. 


Two  matters  have  received  particular  attention  during  the 
year.  Firstly  diphtheria  immunisation  to  which  the  General 
Public  have  responded  excellently.  At  the  time  of  going  to  press 
I  am  plesed  to  record  that  75^  of  children  under  the  age  of  five 
years  and  99/o  of  children  of  school  age  have  been  protected. 

These  high  figures  are  most  gratifying  and  I  should  like  to  place 
on  record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  help  given  to  me  by  the 
General  Practitioners,  District  Nurses  and  others  who  have  made 
this  I’esult  possible.  In  particular  I  would  like  to  thank  Miss 
Rungary  the^Head  Mistress  of  the  Wells  County  Primary  School  who 
as  by  her  willing  help,  enthusiasm  and  propaganda  done  much  to 
encourage  the  parents  to  bring  their  infants  for  immunisation 
ana  to  maintain  the  immunisation  rate  for  the  children  at  her 
school  at  such  an  excellent  figure. 


Secondly  particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  housing 
conditions  under  which  many  of  the  people  of  V/eils  have  to  reside 
In  accordance  with  the  Hobhouse  Report  a  survey  of  the  working 
Class  houses  in  the  Rural  Districts  is  required,  but  no  such 
requirements  however  are  demanded  of  the  Urban  Districts  In 
Wells  the  housing  conditions  are  quite  as  unsatisfactory ‘as  those 
of  the  rural  districts,  I  therefore  decided  to  carry  out  a  housing 
urvey  for  your  Council.  *Chilst  it  is  agreed  that  little  can  be 
one  at  this  stage  in  the  way  of  making  or  operating  Demolition 
or  Clearance  Orders  the  survey  will  give  you  useful  information 
on  the  following  matters 


(l1  Overcrowding.

(3)  The  amount  of  minor  repairs  necessary  to  existing  houses. 

{UJ  ihe  amount  of  major  repairs  necessary  to  prevent  houses 
becoming  so  unfit  that  they  would  soon  require  to  be 
condemned .

As  compared  with  the  previous  year  the  number  of  live 
births  in  the  district  showed  a  rise  from  35  in  '1945  "to  52 
in  '1946,  whilst  the  number  of  deaths  increased  from  36  in 
1945  to  40  in  1946.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  heart 
disease,  cerebral  haemorrhage,  cancer  and  senility.  Many 
of  the  deaths  included  under  the  headings  heart  disease  and 
cerebral  haemorrhage  might  just  as  v/ell  been  classed  as 
senility  as  they  occurred  in  the  age  group  80  to  90.  The 
greatest  incidence  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  age  group  70 
to  80  whilst  the  next  highest  incidence  was  recorded  in 
group  80  to  90.  1  death  occurred  in  age  group  90  to  100. 

Infant  Mortality  showed  a  rise  from  1  death  in  1945  to 
2  in  1946.  The  causes  of  death  of  these  infants,  details  of 
which  are  in  our  Register,  are  given  in  the  following  table

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme  initiated  by  the 
District  Council  was  continued  throughout  the  year  and  29 
pre-school  children  and  5  children  of  school  age  were  immunised. 
In  addition  to  the  initial  immunisation  81  children  of  school 
age  were  given  a  re-inforcing  injection  of  diphtheria 
prophylactic.

As  from  January  1st  1946  the  diphtheria  immunisation  of 
children  under  school  age  was  made  the  responsibility  of  the 
Norfolk  County  Council  i/elfare  Service.  On  the  1st  ^-.pril, 

1946  a  revised  scale  of  fees  to  general  practitioners  was 
adopted  as  follows:- 

(a)  For  cases  treated  at  a  Doctor's  surgery  or  at  a  centre 
other  than  on  a  sessional  basis  3/-  per  injection, 

(b)  For  cases  treated  in  the  home  of  the  patient  6/-  per 

injection  plus  mileage  l/-  per  mile  one  way  for  distances 
over  1  mile. 

(c)  Treatment  at  a  Centre  for  a  session  not  exceeding  14 
hours,  £1.11.6.  plus  10/6  for  each  additional  half 
hour  and  mileage  at  l/-  per  mile  one  way.

PORT  SAITITARY. 


During  the  year  only  3  coastal  vessels  entered  the 
port  for  cargo  and  carried  grain  to  London. 

There  are  9  "boats  engaged  in  the  v/helk  fishery,  the 
whelks  "being  caught  from  5  to  20  miles  from  -the  coast  there¬ 
fore  there  is  no  danger  of  these  being  polluted  by  sev/age 
matter.  During  the  year  applications  were  received  from 
the  fishermen  for  public  water  supply  to  the  whelk  boiling 
sheds  for  the  purpose  of  washing  the  whelks  and  boiling 
same,  the  necessary  piping  was  ordered  to  carry  out  the 
work. 


Cockles  are  obtained  on  the  foreshore  about  miles 
from  the  Quay  and  there  is  no  risk  of  pollution  of  the 
cockle  beds  v/ith  sewage  matter.
